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REPORT  OF  OFFICERS  AND  DIRECTORS 


November  i,  1922. 

In  presenting  the  report  of  the  General  Secretary  for  the 
year  1921-22  the  Directors  would  say  that  the  high  standards 
to  which  the  Mission  is  committed  have  been  maintained  and 
that  it  has  never  been  better  equipped  than  now,  with  its 
new  and  centrally  located  building,  to  carry  on  its  work, 
but  that  to  do  this  and  to  advance  as  it  should,  it  must  have 
adequate  support. 

The  Mission  closed  the  year  on  April  30, 1922,  with  a  heavy 
deficit.  This  has  been  diminished  by  more  than  one-half, 
but  it  has  been  necessary  to  reduce  the  staff  of  workers  and 
to  refuse  many  children  in  dire  need  of  help.  Every  economy 
is  being  observed,  but  the  cost  of  maintenance  is  much 
greater  than  formerly  and  the  new  work  we  have  undertaken 
at  the  earnest  request  of  the  hospitals  is  of  the  most  expensive 
type. 

Nevertheless,  the  children  need  us. 

We  are  facing  this  alternative,  to  go  backward  or  for¬ 
ward.  Going  backward  means  a  further  curtailment  of  the 
work,  which  would  be  a  calamity.  Going  forward  means 
maintaining  our  present  standards  (as  to  the  numbers  and 
types  of  children  received)  and  a  gradual  return  to  our  normal 
capacity.  This  will  be  impossible  without  a  larger  income. 

The  Directors  call  special  attention  to  the  diagram  on 
the  next  page,  which  shows  that  of  the  total  expendi¬ 
tures  last  year,  82^  per  cent,  was  for  direct  service  to 
children  and  only  17^  per  cent,  for  administration  and  * 
publicity. 

We  therefore  make  this  earnest  appeal  to  our  Unitarian 
churches  and  Sunday-schools,  and  to  all  individuals  able 
to  help,  for  the  children’s  sake. 

We  ask  your  liberal  response.

REPORT  OF  THE  GENERAL  SECRETARY. 


May  i,  1922. 

The  past  year  is  pre-eminently  one  of  marked  advance, 
so  far  as  facilities  for  high-grade  work  are  concerned. 

The  adaptation  of  our  new  building  at  20  Ashburton  Place, 
to  fit  our  special  need,  was  not  completed  until  January, 
1922,  but  on  the  seventeenth  day  of  that  month  we  moved 
in,  and  were  then  prepared  to  render  more  efficient  service 
than  ever  before. 

The  location  of  the  new  building  is  absolutely  ideal.  Close 
to  the  State  House  and  Court  House  and  quite  near  City 
Hall,  our  offices  are  conveniently  placed  for  our  clients,  our 
workers,  and  our  directors,  as  well  as  inquiring  friends. 

For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  Mission  we  have 
fireproof  storage  for  our  records,- — a  most  important  con¬ 
sideration. 

We  now  have  an  elevator,  this  having  become  a  necessity 
on  account  of  our  growing  specialty, — the  care,  in  our  foster 
homes,  of  hospital  children,  often  in  plaster  casts  or  on  frames. 
These  could  not,  without  suffering,  be  taken  over  the  stairs 
to  the  quiet  rest-rooms  provided  in  the  top  of  the  building. 

Our  custodians,  a  man  and  wife  admirably  suited  to  give 
temporary  care  to  children  passing  through  to  their  foster 
homes,  are  comfortably  housed  in  the  building.  They  can, 
if  necessary,  provide  for  as  many  as  five  children  overnight, 
and  they  are  always  on  hand  to  answer  emergency  calls. 

The  facilities  for  medical  inspection,  bathing,  clothing, 
and  recreation  are  all  that  one  could  wish.  There  is  a  clean, 
sunny  yard,  with  vine-clad  walls,  and  a  sand-pile,  where 
children  spending  a  few  hours  may  play  without  restraint. 

We  have  a  cheery,  home-like  room  in  which  to  sympa¬ 
thetically  meet  those  who  are  in  trouble,  and  this  may  also 
be  used  for  meetings  of  our  directors  and  committees. 

Our  workers  now  have  ample  space,  light,  and  air,  with 
lunch-room  facilities,  and  they  are  removed  from  the  noise 
of  typewriters,  which  are  sequestered  by  themselves. 

The  sale  of  the  old  Home,  with  over  13,000  feet  of  land, 
and  the  purchase  and  alteration  of  this  smaller,  more  centrally 
located  property,  has  released  to  our  permanent  fund  nearly 
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sixty  thousand  dollars  net,  the  income  from  which  is  a  sub¬ 
stantial  help  to  us  at  the  present  time. 

Not  only  have  we  improved  our  facilities  in  town,  but  out 
of  town  we  have  extended  our  provision  for  the  children  that 
the  hospitals  have  been  sending  us  in  increasing  numbers. 

We  give  these  children  our  specialized  private  family  care 
while  the  hospital  physicians  continue  their  treatment  until 
the  children  are  so  well  established,  physically,  that  they  may 
successfully  meet  the  conditions  surrounding  them  in  their 
own  homes.  This  is  a  need  which  is  met  by  no  other  society, 
and,  though  the  expense  is  very  heavy,  we  feel  that  we  should 
continue  the  work  even  if  it  is  necessary  to  relinquish  some 
of  our  branches  of  service  which  others  are  equipped  to 
render. 

The  foster  mothers  for  these  hospital  children  are  selected 
for  their  peculiar  fitness  and  training  and  their  ability  intelli¬ 
gently  to  carry  out  the  directions  of  the  hospital  doctors. 
Several  of  them  are  graduate  nurses. 

The  most  difficult  types  of  children  are  those  who  are 
bed-ridden,  in  plaster  casts,  or  on  frames.  For  these  we  have 
developed  two  special  homes,  each  capable  of  receiving  ten 
children.  There  is  none  of  the  atmosphere  of  the  hospital 
about  these  homes.  In  each,  two  women  give  all  their  time 
to  the  care  and  entertainment  of  the  children,  both  indoors 
and  out.  In  good  weather  the  children  are  taken  out  under 
the  trees,  or  laid,  in  their  casts,  on  the  sand-pile,  to  play. 
Last  winter,  one  of  these  devoted  women  strapped  some  of 
her  little  patients  on  sleds  and  dragged  them  over  the  snow. 
On  entering  the  house  one  finds  as  much  prattle  and  merri¬ 
ment  as  in  any  normal  group  of  children.  It  is  the  spirit  of 
the  foster  mother,  plus  her  equipment,  that  makes  the  home 
and  hastens  the  cure. 

Though  this  branch  of  our  work  represents  less  than  33 
per  cent,  of  the  whole,  we  emphasize  it  because  it  is  unique, 
is  filling  a  long-felt  want,  and  is  bringing  practical  results 
that  are  self-evident. 

We  continue  to  guide  parents  through  all  sorts  of  diffi¬ 
culties  in  relation  to  children  who  are  not  removed  from 
their  own  homes,  and  in  our  specially  selected  foster  homes 
we  also  receive  and  provide  for  children  of  all  ages  from 
infancy  to  their  majority  and  of  any  race  or  faith. 

It  is  our  aim  to  preserve  the  family  tie,  keeping  brothers 
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and  sisters  together  and  returning  them  to  their  parents  at  the 
earliest  possible  moment  after  the  difficulty  has  been  over¬ 
come.  Throughout  their  stay  their  parents  are  encouraged 
to  visit  them.  The  parents  are  also  expected  to  pay  what 
they  are  able  for  the  support  of  their  children. 

Limited  space  forbids  our  going  into  details  as  to  our 
methods,  but  a  visit  to  our  offices  will  reveal  much.  Visitors 
are  always  welcome. 

For  statistics  of  our  work  we  would  refer  our  reader  to 
pages  io  and  n. 

But  we  must  not  content  ourselves  with  perfected  tech¬ 
nique  of  case  treatment.  We  must  view  the  whole  field  of 
child  welfare,  in  its  larger  aspect,  aiming  to  fill  uncovered 
needs  and  to  avoid  duplication  and  consequent  waste  of 
effort. 

For  years  we  have  looked  forward  to  ideals  not  yet  at¬ 
tained.  We  should  have  the  means  to  employ  qnough  workers 
to  give  each  more  time  for  thoughtful  study  and  analysis 
of  experience,  resulting  in  the  establishment  of  definite  mile¬ 
stones  in  the  highway  of  progress  in  work  for  children. 

With  such  aims  it  is  indeed  disheartening  to  find  that  we 
must  not  only  defer  accomplishment  of  many  of  our  ideals, 
but  we  must  actually  cut  down  our  active  ministry  to  present 
need  because  our  income  falls  far  short  of  the  demands  which 
are  made  upon  us. 

This  year  we  have  made  very  unusual  efforts  to  interpret 
our  work  to  those  who  should  be  our  supporters,  calling  their 
attention  to  the  inflated  cost  of  child  care  during  the  last 
few  years.  We  appreciate  their  response,  which  has  been 
much  more  generous  than  in  the  past,  but,  as  it  was  evident 
that  it  would  not  cover  our  growing  deficit,  it  became  neces¬ 
sary  to  call  a  halt  in  the  work  two  months  before  the  close 
of  our  fiscal  year.  We  have  since  been  receiving  only  those 
children  with  whose  families  we  have  already  established 
relations. 

This  reduction  shows  somewhat  in  our  statistics  for  the 
present  year,  but  it  will  be  much  more  keenly  felt  next  year, 
when  large  numbers  of  hospital  children  must  go  unsuccored, 
as  no  one  else  is  prepared  to  take  up  this  branch  of  the  work.

INCORPORATION. 


On  April  13,  1864,  in  response  to  petition  of  Albert  Fearing,  Henry  P. 
Kidder,  Thomas  Gaffield,  Charles  Faulkner,  Frederic  W.  Lincoln,  Jr., 
Warren  Sawyer,  George  Merrill,  and  William  Crosby,  the  present  work 
was  incorporated  under  the  title  “The  Children’s  Mission  to  the  Chil¬ 
dren  of  the  Destitute  in  the  City  of  Boston,”  “for  the  purpose  of  fos¬ 
tering  in  the  minds  of  the  young  a  spirit  of  Christian  sympathy  and 
active  benevolence,  and  to  adopt  such  measures  as  shall  rescue  from 
vice  and  degradation  the  morally  exposed  children  of  the  city.” 

On  January  31,  1913,  at  the  request  of  the  corporation,  the  legisla¬ 
ture  amended  the  Act  of  Incorporation,  changing  the  name  to  “The 
Children’s  Mission  to  Children,”  and  providing  that  “the  purpose  of 
said  corporation  shall  be  to  foster  in  the  minds  of  the  young  a  spirit 
of  Christian  sympathy  and  active  benevolence,  and  to  institute  such 
methods  in  behalf  of  exposed  and  otherwise  needy  children  in  the  city 
of  Boston  and  vicinity  as  will  promote  their  welfare  and  lead  to  good 
citizenship.” 

The  members  of  the  corporation  shall  consist  of  the  superintendents 
of  such  Sunday-schools  as  shall  contribute  to  the  funds  annually  not 
less  than  ten  dollars;  also,  such  individuals  as  shall  pay  annually  ten 
dollars.  And  the  payment  at  one  time  of  twenty  dollars  shall  consti¬ 
tute  a  life  membership. 


BY-LAWS. 


Article  I. — Object . 

The  object  of  this  corporation  shall  be  to  foster  in  the  minds  of  the 
young  a  spirit  of  Christian  sympathy  and  active  benevolence,  and  to 
institute  such  measures  in  behalf  of  exposed  and  otherwise  needy  chil¬ 
dren  in  the  city  of  Boston  and  its  vicinity  as  shall  promote  their  welfare 
and  lead  to  good  citizenship. 

Article  II. — Members. 

The  members  of  this  corporation  shall  consist  of  the  superintendents 
of  such  Sunday-schools  as  shall  contribute  to  its  funds  annually  not 
less  than  ten  dollars;  also,  such  individuals  as  shall  pay  annually  ten 
dollars;  and  the  payment  at  one  time  of  twenty  dollars  shall  render  a 
person  eligible  to  election  to  life  membership  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 
When  any  Sunday-school  or  individual  shall  cease  to  pay  as  much  as 
ten  dollars  annually,  membership  in  the  corporation  shall  cease.  All 
Sunday-schools  regularly  contributing  shall  be  considered  branches  of 
the  Mission,  and  all  scholars  of  such  schools  who  contribute  any  sum 
shall  be  members  of  such  branch. 

Members  of  the  Board  of  Directors  duly  elected  and  serving  for  one 
year  shall  thereby  become  life  members  of  the  corporation. 

Article  III. — Officers. 

Section  i. — The  officers  of  the  corporation  shall  be  a  President, 
Vice-President,  Treasurer,  and  Clerk.  These,  with  eleven  other  per¬ 
sons,  shall  constitute  the  Board  of  Directors.  Ail  officers  and  directors 
shall  be  chosen  by  ballot,  and  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  or 
until  others  shall  have  been  elected  and  qualified  in  their  stead.  They 
are  authorized  to  fill  any  vacancies  that  may  occur  before  the  annual 
meeting.  A  General  Secretary  shall  be  chosen  by  the  Board  of  Direc¬ 
tors,  and  shall  hold  the  office  for  one  year,  or  until  another  shall  have 
been  elected  in  his  stead. 

Section  2. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Directors  to  devise, 
mature,  and  execute  measures  by  which  the  objects  of  the  corporation 
may  be  promoted.  They  shall  raise,  manage,  invest,  and  dispose  of 
its  funds.  They  shall  have  the  care  and  custody  of  such  children  as 
may  be  given  up  in  writing  to  this  corporation  by  their  parents,  or 
other  persons  having  the  legal  custody  of  such  children,  for  the  purpose

of  adoption,  and  shall  have  authority  subsequently  to  consent  to  the 
adoption  of  such  children  by  any  suitable  person  or  persons,  whenever 
in  their  judgment  the  best  interests  of  such  children  will  thereby  be 
promoted,  such  consent  to  be  evidenced  by  the  signature  of  the  Presi¬ 
dent  or  other  officer  when  duly  authorized  thereto  by  the  Board  of 
Directors. 

No  sale  or  conveyance  of  any  of  the  real  estate  of  this  corporation 
shall  be  valid  without  a  vote  of  approval  of  at  least  two-thirds  of  the 
whole  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  at  any  meeting  duly  called  for  the 
purpose. 

Five  members  personally  present  at  any  meeting  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

Section  3. — The  Treasurer  shall  have  the  charge  and  care  of  the 
finances;  shall  collect  and  receive  all  moneys,  except  those  pertaining 
to  minor  accounts  administered  by  the  General  Secretary,  and  shall 
dispose  thereof  as  shall  be  ordered  by  the  vote  of  the  Board;  and  at 
the  annual  meeting,  and  at  all  other  times  when  required,  he  shall 
render  a  full  account  of  the  pecuniary  affairs  of  the  corporation. 

Section  4. — The  Clerk  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  the  proceedings  of 
the  corporation  and  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  have  charge  of  all  their 
books  and  papers,  give  notice  of  their  respective  meetings,  and  prepare 
an  Annual  Report. 

Article  IV. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  corporation  shall  be  held  on  the  second 
Wednesday  of  May,  and  public  meetings  may  be  held  during  Anni¬ 
versary  Week,  and  at  such  times  and  places  as  the  Board  of  Directors 
may  appoint.  The  Board  of  Directors  may,  at  any  time,  call  special 
meetings  of  the  corporation;  and  it  shall  call  one  when  requested  to  do 
so  by  five  members  of  the  corporation.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall 
determine  the  place  and  hour  of  each  meeting  of  the  corporation,  and 
seven  days’  notice  thereof  shall  be  given  in  one  or  more  newspapers 
published  in  Boston. 

Five  members  personally  present  at  any  legal  meeting  of  the  cor¬ 
poration  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

Article  V. 

Any  amendments  to  these  By-laws  proposed  at  one  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  may  be  made  at  a  subsequent  meeting  of  said  Board 
by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  directors  present,  provided  that  in  the 
call  for  the  meeting  notice  shall  be  inserted  that  an  amendment  of  the 
By-laws  is  to  be  acted  upon.
